But the fact remains city departments in Belle Glade have 
long since outgrown and overflowed from the present city hall 
and the people of the city will benefit from a more efficient 
administration when that administration is housed under one 
roof.

It hasn't been that many years ago when a proposed city 
hall was voted down, largely as a result of a straw poll 
conducted by The Belle Glade Herald which indicated the

Morrison will speak on the 
findings of the Indian Mound 
Excavations in the coastal areas of 
Palm Beach County and his talk 
will be illustrated with a slide 
presentation. 

Mrs. Ruth S. Wedgeworth has 
presented ten 8x10 photographs to 
the Museum relating to the 
archaelogical dig conducted on the 
Chosen Indian Mounds near Belle 
Glade. 

The work was done in 1933 and 
1934 under the direction of Dr. 
M.W. Stirling. The photographs 
were recently received from the 
Smithsonian Institution in Wash- 
ington and are presently on exhibit 
at the Museum.

interlibrary loan program. Since 
four cities dropped out of the 
county system, the county library 
can no longer claim to serve the 75 
percent of the county required to 
get state money. 

So, as the Miami Herald says, 
the people lose. 

But before you blame the cities 
of Mesrine Beach, North Palm. 
Beach, e i Delr: 
Beach, for ‘getting 800 Ui Tik 
system, wonder why they did it. 
Some' people, like the Miami 
Herald, think their feelings were 
hurt because the county library 
didn't ask their opinion on how to 
do things - like spend grant money. 

Actually, there are two better 
reasons - a library reason and a 
city reason. The cities want money 
from the county based. on their 
services to patrons from outside 
their cities. The libraries want 
better library service for all the 
county and think the county 
library should do a better job of 
coordinating that service. 

Belle Glade is different from the 
cities on the coast. (As in all 
things!) Our city commission 
wants the library to keep serving 
the whole Glades area, not just 
people inside the city limits - even 
if we don’t’ get any county money. 
Of couse, the city and the library 
want to keep: getting the money, 
which buys most of the library's 
books. 

One more thing the coastal 
libraries are losing is messenger 
service: a courier from the county 
library used to deliver books and 
films three times a week. Belle 
Glade and Pahokee libraries won't 


~ lose this service because we never 


had it! All our films and 
interlibrary loan books have al- 
ways come bj" mail. 

What kind of county library 
system would you like to have?
